Verdun and saw some sights that a 
fellow does not get 
to

day. 
We saw the fortifications and 
destruction that you cannot imagine 
possible without seeing it. 
Have seen what 
was 
onee 
level 
ground -o tom up by high explosives 
that it was almost 
impossible 
to 
walk over it. 
What were once towns 
are now piles of brick or stones ami 
mortar with a few 
walls 
here and 


there. 
We arrived here 
'Friday evening 
and are located in 
this 
town 
of 
S ten ay which was taken on Novem­ 
ber 10, the day before the armistice 
was signed. 
The lost position of the 
!ine was about a hatf miles 
above 
here. 
Yesterday and today 
I have 
been doing 
some 
scouting 
around 
over where 
the 
last 
battle

fought and J believe 
T never saw a 
more 
interesting 
sight— that is of 
its kind. 
It would take too long to 
tell about what

Washington, 
Dec. 28.—When the 
great freight and passenger carrying 
airplanes of the future are making 
flights and carrying 
burdens 
now 
undreamed 
of, they may be con­ 
trolled by a dispatcher in an office 
many miles away. 
The newly perfected 
radio tele­ 
phone makes students of aeronau­ 
tics enthusiastic in predicting unlim­ 
ited commercial possibilities for the 
airplane of the future. 
In July, 1910, Col. C. C. Culver, 
while watching airplane 
trails 
at 
Sheepshead Bay, X. Y., conceived 
the idea that the planes should be 
in 
constant 
communication 
with 
each other and with the ground. Col. 
Culver immediately 
began 
experi­ 
ments along the lines of wireless tel­ 
egraphy and telephony, and in Aug. 
.1915 was transferred to the flying 
field at San Diego, Cal., for the pur­ 
pose of 
continuing 
his researches 
along these lines. 
Early in 1916 the 
apparatus was so far perfected as 
to permit telegraphing a distance of 
.140 miles from a moving plane, and 
in July, 1916, it was possible to re­ 
ceive wireless telephone signals from 
the ground. 
In February, 1917, the 
radio telephone would transmit mes 
sages from a plane 
to the ground 
and from then until now its develop 
ment has been rapid. 
In April, 1917, Col. 
Culver 
had 
opportunities to confer with several 
European 
scientists 
then 
in this 
country, and in 'May, 191«, Dr. Jew­ 
ett of the General 'Electric Co. 
and 
CoL Reese of the U. S. army joined 
with CoL Culver in 
perfecting 
the 
final stages of the miracle machine. 
More scientists and electrical engin­ 
eers of national reputation were as­ 
signed to the work at 
aliout 
thl 
time, and progress was rapid. 
«From October, 1917, until Febru 
arv, 1918, Col. Culver 
was abroad 
conferring with famous flyers of the 
allies and working out serial maneu­ 
vers and formations with direct re­ 
ference to their control by telephone 
from the plane of 
the 
flight com 
mander. June 1, 1918, 
at Gerstner 
Field, La., 39 machines were parad­ 
ed in review before Maj. Gen. M. L 
Ken ley, who occupied a plane with 
the flight commander and personally 
directed some of the formations by 
wireless telephone. 
Quantity production 
of the per­ 
fected apparatus 
has 
just begun, 
and persons high in the division of 
military aeronautics 
are frank 
in 
saving that if the war had contin­ 
ued until spring the Hun would have 
been subjected 
to an air offensive 
on a scale hitherto unheard of, both 
in number and size of planes and in 
methods of controlling and maneu­ 
vering them in large s«piadrons. 
Col. C. C. Culver, to whom belongs 
a major portion of the «Tedit for this 
great forward step in radio science, 
is a graduate of the 
University of 
Nebraska and has been in the U. S. 
army sin«*e 
the Spaiiish-American 
war, first in the cavalry and now on 
the exei-utive staff of the division of 
military aeronautics. 
Great credit also 
is due to Maj. 
Gen. Kenley, who has been Col. Cul­ 
vers staunch supporter through all 
the dark days 
of the experimental 
stage, and whose influence has been

FAT OUTFIT TO SPEAK 


Sergt. Cousineau, 5 Times Wound­ 


ed and Twice Gassed, to Re­ 


peat Experiences Here 


COMING ON NEW YEAR'S DAY 


Sergeant O. L. Cousineau, native 
Hoosier who was five times wounded 
during his three years and a half of 
service with the Canadian Overseas 
army, will describe his experiences 
at the Mystic theater 
New Year's 
day. 
Sergt. Cousineau 
is 
touring 
the country giving lectures 
daily in 
theaters and at public meetings. 
His chief claim to fame 
lies 
in 
the fact that he was 
a member of 
the famous 
Princess Pat regiment, 
the stories of whose valor and bra­ 
very have not been equalled by any 
military unit which faced the Huns 
during the world war. Only thirteen 
of the 2,800 men in the famous re­ 
giment survived the battle at Geven- 
chy, and Sergt. Cousineau was one 
of these fortunate 
few. 
After re­ 
covering from wounds received when 
bis regiment was wiped out, 
Sergt. 
Cousineau was with the 48th High­ 
landers and 
the 
3rd King's Royal 
Rifles, better known as the 
“Ladies 
from HeD.” 
In addition to five 
wounds 
re­ 
ceived, the sergeant was twice gas­ 
sed, which left him in such a condi­ 
tion, it is stated, that doctors think 
he has not more than a year and a 
half to live. 
He has been in four­ 
teen different hospitals. 


(By United Presa.) 
London, Dec. 12. (By Mail)—Or­ 
dinary principles of extradition in 
no wise apply to William 
Hohen- 
zollern, in the opinion of Sir 
Will­ 
oughby Maycock, former head of the 
British foreign 
office 
extradition 
department, who discussed the Kai­ 
ser's situation in a prepared state­ 
ment made public here. 
Extradition, Maycock points out, 
depends on two cardinal questions. 
These questions are: 
“In what state has 
the 
Kaiser 
himself individually been guilty 
of 
an extradition crime? 
‘Tlocs his existing status render 
him immune from the process of the 
municipal law of the Netherlands” ? 
^Practically all extradition trea­ 
ties”, writes Maycock, “open with a 
preamble to the effect that the high 
contracting parties engage to deliv­ 
er up to each other persons who, be­ 
ing accused or convicted of a crime 
or offense in the territory of the one 
party, shall he found 
within 
the 
territory of the other 
party. 
The 
crimes for which extradition may he 
granted are then set out in detail. 
“It will be 
tolerably 
obvious to 
any one who takes the 
trouble 
to 
peruse our own extradition treaty 
of 1918 with the Netherlands 
that 
the Kaiser has not individually per­ 
petrated any of the offenses in this 
country which would warrant our de 
manding his extradition 
from 
the 
Dutch. 
“The same difficulty presumably 
wonld be experienced bv all the al­ 
lied countries. 
“Whether Germany could demand 
the ,kaiser’s extradition, even if she 
were disposed to do so, is 
another 
m atter* 
If abdication has 
been 
accom­ 
plished formally. Maycock declares 
William HohenZoDern then 
becomes 
merely a private individual visiting 
in Holland. 
However, even if this 
is the ease, 
there is 
nothing 
in 
Dutch law to prevent the 
Nether­ 
lands from according Count William 
all the rights of a sovereign. 
“Suppose they do so’’, says May­ 
cock. It may then be asked in what 
do such privileges consist?” 
On this point Maycock quotes 
a 
recognized work on international law 
written by W. E. Ball, which states 
that a sovereign “cannot be proceed­ 
ed against either in ordinary civil or 
criminal tribunals.” 
Maycock concludes that “unless 
the kaiser has formally abdicated it 
would be up to him to claim Holland 
the immunity enjoyed by sovereigns 
in a foreign state.”

war graves commission which 
re­ 
cently sent to France Sir Frederick 
Kenyon, who made a survey of the 
situation, 
made 
recommendations 
for laying out and care of the ceme­ 
teries which the commission adopt­ 
ed. 


No private memorials will be per­ 
mitted 
in the 
cemeteries. 
Head­ 
stones will he identical for men and 
officers alike as memorials of equal 
sacrifice. 
A corps 
of 
architects 
landscape gardeners soon 
will 
be 
sent to France to plan the central 
memorial for each cemetery and de­ 
cide on plans for its care and beau­ 
tification. 
it is plailned to erect in each cem­ 
etery a 
cross and 
another monu­ 
ment which, it is proposed, will 
be 
“one great, fair stone of fine 
pro­ 
portions, 12 feet in 
length, 
lying 
raised upon three steps, of 
which 
the first and third shall be twice the 
width of the second, and that each 
stone shall hear, in indellible letter­ 
ing, some thoughts or words of sa­ 
cred 
dedication.” 
This 
stone in 
each cemetery will be near the eas­ 
tern boundary 
facing east as 
the 
men faced when they fell. 
Arrangements will be made in all 
cemeteries in which 
Indians 
are 
buried to conform to their cast and 
creed practices. 
Although the majority of British 
soldiers fell in France and Belgium, 
cemeteries will number hundreds in 
other lands, some 
of 
which 
are 
Mesopotamia, Palestine, Syria, Eg­ 
ypt, Gallipoli, Malta, Mudros, Gib­ 
raltar, Bulgaria, Qtaly, Cyprus and 
China. 
It is expected work of establish­ 
ing the cemeteries will require sev­ 
eral 
years. 
Because of the 
fact 
that thousands of Britishers 
were 
buried where they fell 
in 
IFrance 
and Belgium, the work will be made 
most complex. 
In 
some 
cases 
it 
will be impossible to 
transfer 
the 
battlefield graves.

.final stages of the miracle machine. 
More scientists and electrical .engine 
eers of national reputation were as-

time, and progress was rapid. 


iFrom October, 1917, until Febru- 


ary, 1918, Col. Culver was abroad 
conferring with famous flyers of the 
allies and working out serial maneu- 
vers and formations with direct re- 
ference to their control by telephone 
from the plane of 
the flight com- 


mander. June 1, ,1918, at Gerstner 
Field, La., 39 machines were parad- 
ed in review before Maj. Gen. W. L. 
Kenley, who occupied a plane with 
the flight commander and personally 
directed some of the formations by 
wireless telephone.

fected apparatus has just begun, 
and persons high in the division of 
military aeronautics
